The application has been amended as follows: 

Claim 1, line 6 amend the recitation of "an" to recite --the--. 

Claim 1, lines 11-14, amend the recitation of "is still incident on a portion of the 
electroluminescent element having the foreign substrate thereon so that other portion of the 
electroluminescent element having the foreign substrate thereon emits light" to recite -the 
energy that spreads concentrically from the laser beam is irradiated on the foreign substance such 
that the laser energy is supplied to the foreign substance indirectly--. 

Claim 1, line 23, delete the recitation of "of the layered structure". 

2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: the prior art of record 
does not reasonably suggest wherein the laser beam is not directly incident on the detected 
foreign substance but the energy that spreads concentrically from the laser beam is irradiated on 
the foreign substance such that the laser energy is supplied to the foreign substance indirectly. 
Support for this teaching can be found on pg. 6, lines 16-23 of the present specification.
